Names  Committee  Chairmen;  Approves  Curricula  Changes 


President  Susan  Jackson 
called  the  October  27  meeting  of 
the  Student  Senate  to  order  with 
thirty-one  senators  present.  The 
secretary  read  the  minutes  of 
the  last  meeting,  and  a  roll 
sheet  was  passed  around  for 
senators  to  sign. 

The  chairmen  of  the  senate 
committees,  were  announced  by 
President  Jackson.  They  are  as 
follows:  Rules--David  Hawley; 
Judicial-Sandra  Lee;  Finan-

Bennett;  Publications--Tony

Affairs -Sherry  Ballard.  Each 
senator  must  join  at  least  one 
committee,  but  may  serve  on 
two  if  he  wishes. 

The  rules  were  suspended  to 
allow  Ken  Gaskill,  a  member  of 
the  Academic  Committee,  to

speak  on  the  list  of  proposed 
core  curriculum  changes.  The 
list  included  the  dropping  of 
English  200  and  201  from  the 
humanities  requirements  and 
substituting  two  choices  of 
several  related  courses,  such  as 
Art  103,  Music  103,  etc.;  the 
addition  of  Physics  102  to  the 
math-science  requirements  to 
form  a  physics  course 
sequence;  and  the  offering  of 
either  a  sequence  of  two  courses 
of  American  History  or  the 


current  sequence  of  Western 
Civilization  courses,  either  of 
which  may  be  chosen  in  the 
social  science  division  of  the 
core.  The  Senate  approved  the 
proposals  unanimously. 

President  Jackson  announced 
that  former  Bill  15--The 
Declaration  of  Students  Bights- 
has  to  be  rewritten  in  the  form 
of  a  resolution  and  submitted  at 
the  next  Senate  Meeting.  The 
next  two  meetings  will  be  held 
on  November  10  and  December 


Senator  David  Pettigrew  (O- 
C)  introduced  a  new  bill,  the 
purpose  of  which  is  “to 
establish  a  code  of  laws  to 
regulate  student  conduct  at 
Georgia  College,”  It  was 
assigned  to  the  Student  Ac¬ 
tivities  Committee  for 
deliberation.

Freshman  Elections  Set

turned  in  their  petitions  Wed¬ 
nesday,  October  28.  No  one  will 
run  unopposed  in  this  election 
as  several  people  have 
petitioned  for  each  office.  To 
qualify  eacb  student  had  to  have 
a  2.0  average. 

There  are  four  candidates 
running  for  the  office  of 
President.  Cindi  Tucker,  a 
native  of  Columbus,  Georgia, 
graduated  from  Hardaway 
High  School.  She  is  a  home 
economics  major  and  a 
member  of  the  Clara  Ha  slock 
Home  Economics  Club  at 
Georgia  College.  Cindi  feels 


that  the  freshman  class  can  be 
number  one  in  anything  that 
they  do  if  they  are  unified.  She 
elaborated  further, 
"Everybody  must  take  their 
own  share.  One  person  can’t  run 
it  all  but  with  the  help  and 
support  of  all  of  the  freshman 
class,  no  matter  who  wins,  we 
can  be  number  one.” 

Graduating  from  Campbell 
High  school  in  Smyrna, 
Georgia,  Ben  Lyle,  another 
candidate  for  freshman  class 
president,  is  still  undecided 
about  his  major.  Ben  is  now 
serving  as  vice  president  of 
Ennis  Dorm  house  council.  He 
also  represents  Ennis  Dorm  at 
the  sounding  board  meetings 


and  is  a  member  of  Circle  K. 
The  promotion  of  unity  within 
the  freshman  class  and  with  the 
other  classes  is  Ben’s  biggest 
goal.  To  do  this  he  would  like  to 
organize  rallies  and  have 
several  freshman  class  spon¬ 
sored  activities.  He  would  like 
to  have  a  closer  association  with 
the  day  students  and  the 
boarding  students. 

Claiming  Worth  County  as  his 
home  now,  Tim  Walker  is  a 
graduate  of  Middletown,  Rhode 
Island  High  school.

On  Tuesday  October  27,  1970, 
the  Day  Student  Organization 
under  the  supervision  of  Bobby 
Stevens  and  Steve  Simpson, 
held  a  mock  election  for 
Govenor  and  Lt.  Govenor  for 
the  state  of  Georgia.  The  mock 
election  came  exactly  one  week 
before  most  Georgians  go  to  the 
polls  to  decide  upon  this  state’s 
next  chief  executive. 

The  DSO  ballot  carried  only 
four  names,  those  of  the 
Republican  nominees  Hal  Suit 
and  Frank  Miller  for  Govenor 
and  Lt.  Govenor  and  Jimmy 
Carter  and  Lester  Maddox  for 
the  same  offices.

Turn  out  was  light  in  as  much 
as  the  DSO  had  not  given  much 
advance  notice  for  the  election 
and  many  students  to  this  day 
are  unaware  that  it  was  even 
held.  In  the  race  for  Lt. 
Governor,  Governor  Lester 
Maddox  lead  his  Republican 
opponent,  Frank  Miller,  with  a 
total  of  212  votes  to  Miller’s  173. 
This  gave  Maddox  54  percent  of 
the  vote,  Miller  44  percent  and 
the  remaining  3  percent  was 
divided  among  write-in  can¬ 
didates  Julian  Bond,  G.P. 
Jones,  and  Paul  Davis.  In  the 
Govenor ’s  race  it  was  apparent 
that  Georgia  College  follows 
Suit,  for  the  former  newsman 
turned  politician  got  GO  percent 
of  the  vote  leaving  Democrat 
Jimmy  Carter  with  only  38 
percent.  Suit’s  total  vote  was 
245  to  Carter’s  157.  The 
remaining  3  percent  in  this  race 
went  to  write-ins  Carl  Sanders

Follow  Suit,  Go  Home 

Tuesday,  November  3,  thousands  of  Georgians  will 
got  to  the  polls  to  cast  their  vote  for  Governor  of  this 
fair  state. This  right,  provided  for  in  the  Constitution, 
assures  citizens  of  a  voice  in  the  progress  and  actions 

of  their  community,  be  it  local,  state,  or  national. 

The  Board  of  Regents  recognizes  the  importance  of 
the  gubernatorial  election  and  since  1945  has  followed 
the  precedence  of  cancelling  all  classes  on  such  days, 
in  order  that  Georgia  resident  students  who  did  not 
secure  an  absentee  ballot  may  journey  to  their 
hometowns  to  vote.  This  should  be  respected  by  each 
student  as  a  day  to  practice  an  American  heritage  too 
often  neglected-not  just  one  for  sleep  and  relaxation. 

Our  choice  for  Governor  is  Republican  candidate, 
Hal  Suit,  a  former  editorialist  for  WSB-TV  news  in 
Atlanta.  One  of  the  main  issues  of  Suit's  campaign  is 
education.  "Nowadays  every  high  school  graduate 
feels  compelled  to  go  on  to  higher  education,  even 
though  he  may  not  be  college  material."  Suit  feels  that 
by  stressing  vocational  training  "we  could  probably 
knock  down  the  high  rate  of  unemployment."  His 
opponent  is  Jimmy  Carter  a  little  people's  peanut 
farmer. 

Suit,  in  our  opinion,  is  the  only  candidate  who  can 
raise  Georgia  out  of  the  muck  of  backwoods,  grassroot 
politics  to  the  progressive  heights  it  should  be 
reaching.  But  no  matter  who  you  vote  for,  vote.  As 
tomorrow's  leaders  you  have  the  obligation  to  help 
direct  Georgia  in  the  right  direction.
